»«. Curious objects are frequently found by 
sbeachcombers as they walk along the 
coast, but I think that one of the most 
‘original discoveries in the history of 
salvage was recently made by two Wexford

cask contained stout. It was covered with 
seaweed, and appeared to have been in 
the water for a long time. At first they 
thought that it had been washed off a 
lighter in the Liffey ; but, when investiga- 
tions were made, it was discovered that 
' the cask was swept out to sea from Windy 

Arbour, County Dublin, in the big storm 
‘of September órd, 1931. If the winds had 
“been at all favourable during the past few 
‘months, it might have been salved on the 
“dry ” coast of the United States. 


Hill Pastures. 


Professor Stapledon, of the Welsh 
Plant Breeding Station, is not the first 
person to evolve the idea of improving the 
' pasturage on the mountains, though the 
process that he recommends is not so com- 
‘plicated as that favoured by Lord Alta- 


mount, who lived near Westport at the | 


end cf the é¢ighteenth century. This 
Western landlord firmly maintained that | 
mountain land ought to be treated with a 
liberal dressing of limestone sand, or, 
failing that, with a mamuring of lime— 
though this second choice often encouraged 
the growth of moss. It should then, he 
said, be left for three years until daisies 
and white clover made their appearance, 
when the mountain land should be 
ploughed twice in one year, and planted 
with potatoes in the following spring. 
After this oats and potatoes ought to be 
planted alternately until chickweed was 
seen, which is a sign that the ground is 
sufficiently rich to be left in grass. Lord 
‘Altamount recommended seaweed. as a 
suitable manure for the potato crop, when 
it could be obtained easilv. An English 
visitor to Westport a hundred and fifty 
years ago bore witness to the success that 
attended this laborious treatment of 
mountain pasture.

Waterford's Early Press... 

The earliest newspaper- known. to have 
been printed in Waterford was entitled 
‘The Waterford Flying Post, containin 
the most “material news, both foreign an 
domestick.’’ It was printed on a sheet cf 
common writing paper, the héad of which 
was ornamented with the Royal Arms and 
those of the city. Only. ohe number, | 
helieve, is still in existence, dated August | 
21, 1729. In November, 1766, the ,Water- 
ford Journal was established by Esther 
Crawley and Son, and sold at the FEuklid's 
Head, in Peter street, at. the price of 
one halfpenny. Published twice a week. 
it contained three columns a page, and 
lived for at least six years. Ramsay's 
Waterford Chronicle was also in éxisteuce 
at this period. Its pages were at first the 
same size, but in 1778 they were enlarged 
to four columns, and the price. was in- 
creased to three halfpence. Tén years 
after the price was twopence halfpenny ; 
it was twopence in 1761, fóurpemnce in 
1800,. and. fivepence a -íew years later. 
Waterford had one or twó early papérs of 
which Jittle is known, such as the Water- 
ford . Advertiser, with Mr. William 
Murphy as proprietor. - This was suc- 
ceeded by The Shamrock, established by 
Dr. Hearn: and the Waterford. Mirror 
began in 1801, 


A Test in Marksmanship. 


A recent reference to the Irish Rifle 
‘Association prompts a correspondent to 
send me particulars of a shooting match 
advertised to be held at Rathdowney, 
Queen’s County, in 1741. There were three 
contests—one at 80 yards and one at 60 

rds for ‘‘ muskets, fusees and cara- 

ines,’’ and one at six yards for pistols. 
Money prizes cf a half-guinea were offered, 
and there was no entry fee. There were, 
however, penalties exacted for poor marks- 
manship. One of these ran as follows :— 
E§ Whoever shoots between the first and 
second circles on the target forfeits a quart 
of ale,” which rose to four quarts if the 
bullet lodged between the fourth and fifth 
tircles. The lInckless one who missed the 
farget was fined a “ sneaker of punch.’’ 

The promoters informed the public that 
some gentlemen are appointed to be 
judges and to keep all in good order, and 
particularly that there is no drinking till 
the firing is over.” ‘‘ 'Tis expected,” they 
proceed, ‘‘ that there will be a great deal 
of diversion and many wagers laid.” Con- 
cluding in an optimistic vein, they say: 
f“ As this is a way to make good marks- 
men, it is expected that in time they will 
be able to kill swallows with single balls.”

OW ‘that emigration has stopped and the 


tourist season is over, Queens- 


town Is @ very quiet place. 


The voice of the Yankee is no more heard in | 


the land, the smell of cigars has, for the time 
heing, ceased to pervade the hotel lounges, 
and the whole town seems to be hibernating. 
Yet, if you wander down the back streets and 
into a public-house (as, it is to be hoped, you 
never do), you may find that Queenstown is 
more interesting than it seemed at first sight. 
It is in such bars that sailors meet in the 
evenings, and, if you are lucky and sufficient! 
tactful, they may discuss their voyages with 
you. It was in this manner that Í came 
across Mr. James Lynch, who looks little the 
worse for having travelled to nearly every 
country under the sun, and suffered ship- 
wreck some half-dozen times. He lives quietly 


at Cuskinny now, a mile or so outside the ' 


town. but it is only the depression in shipping 
and the difficulty of finding a job that pre- 
vents him from adding to his experiences. 

When Í met him he was speaking to a 
friend, whom apparently he had last seen in 
Sydney, and they were discussing various 
countries and the national drinks of each. 
Both were agreed in putting the United States 
at the foot of the list, so far as quality was 
concerned, with South America a good second. 
The other end of the scale, however, was more 
difficult to establish, until Mr. Lynch finally 
said that he had once drrnk a bottle of 
Guinness in Central Africa, and that, of 
course, settled the controversy. 


PERILS OF THE PORTS. 


From that the conversation turned to 
Australian ports, and the dangers of getting 
sandbagged there if.one went ashore with 
too much money or liquor on-board. I. was 
mildly sceptical, believing that such things 
only happen now in schoolboy fiction, but was 
assured that cases of ‘‘ shanghai-ing ” are not 
by.any means as rare as one might think, and 
that even nowadays, in quite civilised ports, 
there areemen who watch for any sailors that 
are strange to the place. In South America. 
apparently, the people are kinder to strangers, 
and I heard some almost incredible stories of 
how out-of-work seamen will tramp from one 
port to another—-sometimes for a hundred 
miles and more—passing through jungles and 
swamps and existing on the charitv of the 
natives. ‘‘ Don’t they ever get knifed? ’’ I 
asked. Only occasionally, it seems; one must 
take one’s chance of that. 

Mr. Lynch has seen the tea plantations in 
Ceylon; and the. rubber plantations in South 
America, where the natives sleep in the open 
and light fires to keep the wild beasts away. 
He has been five hundred miles upthe Amazon. 
As the evening wore on, | found that he had 
also visited Africa, New Zealand, Japan, 
Greece, and heaven knows how many other 
lands. “Is there any country you have not 
visited ?"’ I said, at !ast. Mr. Lynch thought 
for a. moment, quite seriously, and finally 
said: ‘‘ Alaska. But I may get there vet, if 
I can find a ship. . He said that he had a 
thirst for travel for its own sake, and he 
admitted that he might have done hetter for 
himself if he had settled down to work’ on 
one route.

BELFAST, Monday. 
HE Revaluation Bill, which has 
caused so much controversy, will 
come before the Northern Senate towards 
the end of the present month, and specu- 
lation is. widespread as to the ultimate 
form of the measure. Notwithstanding 
all that has been said in its favour by 
the Prime Minister and Mr. Pollock, the 
Northern Chancellor of the Exchequer, this 
bill is the most unpopular of any legis- 
lative proposal that has ever come before 
the Belfast Parliament. It has been con- 
demmned everywhere, except in high official] 
circles, and the rank and file of the House 
of Commons who supported this measure 
are very uneasy at the protests of their 
constituents. 
No one seems to object to anomalies in 
rating being removed, so that the burden 
may be fairly shared, but a general raising 
of the valuation of the whole province at a 
time when industrial and commercial de- 
pression could hardly be worse is strongly 
condemned. Furthermore, there is a feel- 
ing of irritation that, while the Northern 
Finance Ministry managed to resist the 
pressure of a _ Socialist Government, 
through Mr. Snowden, the present scheme 
is being forced upon the province by the 
National Government, with its vast 
majority of Conservative supporters. 


ATTRACTING NEW INDUSTRIES. 


Special advantages are being offered to 
capitalists who may open up new indas- 
tries in Northern Ireland. The Prime 
Minister has promised that free sites will 
be given to firms for building purposes, 
while local authorities are to be em- 
powered to remit rates on such concerns. 
Moreover, it is now being pointed out that 
many mills and factories are silent owing 
to the decline of the linen industry 
throughout the province. and these may 
be obtained and converted to new uses at 


caused by a superabundance of supplies. 


It will be recalled that the last dispute 
between the producers and distributors 
was settled at Stormont, the conference 
being under the presidency of the Prime 
Minister, and certain prices were fixed 
the consumer having to pay sixpence a 


quart for several of the winter months. 


There are people, however, outside the 
Ulster Farmers’ Union and the Reta! 
Dairymen’s Association, between whom 
the agreement was. made, and, of course, 
they are not bound by the arrangement. 

The price paid to the farmer by the 
retailers—ls. 4d. per - gallon—attracted 
many farmers who had not before delivered 
milk to the city, with the result thar 
there is a glut of supplies, and milk is 
at present being sold to consumers aí 
44d. and Sd. per quart, which, of course, 
is undercutting the price fixed at Stor- 
mont. In view of these circumstances the 
Ulster Farmers’ Union has agreed to 
reduce the price to the retailer to ls. &i.

Yet we 
may. concur with the Round Table 
delegates’ desire for speed, while we warn 
them against a breathless haste, which is 
liable to cause unnecessary and dangerous 
disappointment if too much is expected 
at once. Perhaps, the soundest outlook 
on the whole problem is that which wa« 
taken by Mr. Villiers, President of the 
European Association, when he proposed 


the Viceroy’s health at the end of last | 


year. He assured the Earl of Willingdon 
that the Association’s support would be 
given without stint to all reforms if 
certain fundamental..conditions were 
assured. The communal question, he 
said, must be settled voluntarily by the 
Indians themselves, and a thorough test 
of provincial autonomy must be made 
before federal autonomy was considered. 
On this latter point the views of the 
European Association, as expressed by 
Mr. Villiers, were both liberal and 
interesting. The Association, he conceded, 


| believed that certain provinces were ripe 


for a trial of self-government, and it saw 
no reason why these districts should wait 
for more backward areas. Such a ‘test 
in the chosen provinces “would more 
than anything else encourage others to 
divorce themselves from the sterile love 
of Congress.”’ 

Such an offer, although fraught with 
an element of. risk, undoubtedly would 
convince vacillating Indians of Britain's 
good faith. Furthermore, it would. make 
a reward to political virtue as an antidote 
to the Government's present onslaught 
on political crime. In the mean- 
while, the old evil of civil disobe- 
dience persists, though happily in 
diminished form. Congress has not yet 
launched its law-breaking campaign in 
Bengal, but processions, calculated to 
inflame the disaffected, are reported from 
that turbulent province, and it appears 
that the ringleaders are waiting . only 
for a suitable hour. In- Bombay the 
Cotton Brokers’ Association has issued 
a manifesto extolling the Mahatma, 
and urging all Congress supporters to 
intensify the boycott of British goods. 
Nevertheless, indications exist that these 
ebullitions. represent a somewhat despair- 
ing effort by the sorely shaken swarajists, 
whose influence is not bearing up too well 
under the Strain of authority’s strong 
hand. The moment has come to drive the 
advantage home. Quick reforms—pro- 
vided that they are compatible with the 
necessary safeguards—will strip the re- 
maining irreconcilables of their raiswn 
d’étre, and all Indians will return gladly 
to the loyalty from which, in fact, the 
majority never departed. Mr. Gandhi 
never led anything more than a noisy 
minority movement. 


Weather and Health. 


There are two schools of thought in 
regard to the weather. One school com- 
prises those optimists who rejoice in an 
occasional fine and warm day, and cherish 
its memory through the bleak and dirty 
days that follow. The other, and larger, 
school forgets quickly about that too rare 
day of sunshine, viewing the winter merely 
as a procession of bleak and dismal dawns. 
There have been fine days of late—yester- 
day was an example—when spring seemed 
almost to have come again ; but they pass 
quickly, leaving only a pleasant memory. 
These are delightful days, but they are 
dangerous days, too; and we doubt if it is 
an exaggeration to say that for one cold

Tlic project of a canal between the 
Mediterranean Sea and the Atlantic Ocean 
has been revived in France. This canal 
would run across Southern France, beiween 
Bordeaux and Narbonne, thus halving the 
terrors of the Bay of Biscay, cutting out 
the whole circuit of Portugal and Spain, 
and impairing Gibraltar’s dignity as the 
sentinel of the Mediterranean. The idea 
is not new, having occurred to the spacious 


structed between Bordeaux ahd Narbonne 
a water-way that is still in use. It is 
confined, however, to local traffic, and the 


351 bridges and 148 locks. The new pro- 
ject emulates the grand scale of the Suez 
and Panama Canals. It would be an ocean 
canal—the largert in the world—with a 
minimum depth of 40 feet, and a breadth 
of 65 yards at the bottom and 160 yards 
at the surface. The length would be 250 
miles, and the canal would contain 
fourteen locks, with a change of level vary- 
ing from sixty to seventy feet. A part of 
its course would coincide with the River 
Garonne. Such a cahal would carry the 
largest ships, and, at a speed of fourteen 
knots, the passage would be made in 
twenty-four hours—a reduction of several 
days on the usual voyage round Gibraltar. 
The cost is reckoned at £100,000,000, and 
a charge of ten francs a ton would produce 
a revenue of £80,000,000 on the estimated 
traffic. More than a year ago. the Minister 
of Public Works rejected the scheme on 
the ground of expense, but the Paris 
Correspondent of the Morning Post says 
that its promoters are undaunted and are 
pressing for a further examination of their 
plans. It is certain; however; that they 
must possess their souls in patience. The 
world crisis which has paralysed inter- 
national trade, has stricken a large part 
of the nations’ shipping with idleness and 
has left half-built leviathans on the sticks 
forbids the finest enterprises of peace. This 
is the heavy. price that war is exacting 
alike from the victors and the vanquished. 
In happier times, no-doubt, France will be 
ready to reconsider a project that would 
increase her fame and would magnify the 
fortunes of Marseilles.

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Centres of Fashion. 


The movement to establish London as the 
fashion centre of the future was inaugu- 
rated by a luncheon party at the Savoy 
Hotel. Sir Philip Cunliffe-Lister, Secretary 
of State for the Colonies, by his presence 
and a speech, lent an official benediction 
to the proceedings. ‘‘ Once the fashion 
houses,” said Sir Philip, “ have captured 
the home market by the quality, design, 
colour and line of their goods, they will 
hold it for all time.” Such an argument 
cannot be gainsaid; the difficulty, how- 
ever, lies in the capture of the home 
markets. Fashion is an elusive thing; 
indeed, its wayward characteristics are as 
noticeable among primitive races as among 
the most progressive Europeans. Paris 
still holds sway when women’s attire needs 
to be “ created ;” London is admitted’ to 
be the best “ builder’’ of men’s suits. 
Now London seeks pre-eminence in both 
markets, and many factors exist which 
ought to make ‘the. goal attainable. - Price, 
for instance, owing to the depreciation of 
the. pound, operates héavily im Léndon’s 
favour; but, unhappily, cost does not 
appear to be a cogent factor in matters of 
woman's personal embellishment. The 
real hope lies in the fact that English 
designers are not inferior to those of any 
other country, and a belated recognition 
of their prowess by Englishwomen is 
already overdue. Now the appeal to “‘ buy 
British '"—added to the admittedly less 
important question of cost—may bring 
reward to the long spade-work of the 
London houses. Undoubtedly, Fnglish- 
women can do much to help—not only by 
the buying of home ' models,’’ but by a 
daily care of the manner in which they 
carry their clothes. Mrs. Everyman 
ultimately is the nation’s most impressive 
mannequin for weal or woe.

THE FIRE IN THE 
BERMUDA. 


The Insurance Correspondent of The 
Times writes :——Leading underwriters de- 
cided yesterday to settle a claim for a con- 
structive total loss in respect of the 
damage caused by the serious fire in the 
motor ship, Bermuda, of 19,000 tons gross, 
at Belfast, on November 19th, The vessel 
was only dry-docked on December 3th, 
and since then the damage has been 
examined carefully by representatives of 
the various interests, including the owners, 
thé ‘repairers of the vessel, the ander- 
writers for the repairers, and the under- 
writers on the ship. As a result a claim 
for a constructive total loss has been pre- 
sented to the underwriters on the ship by 
the owners, and presumably the loss will 
be generally settled throughout the British 
insurance market during the next few 
days. 

The settlement of a claim for a con- 
structive total loss means that the decision 
has been reached that the cost of repairs 
would exceed the insured. value of the 
ship. This was £675,000, while, in 
addition, imsuraneces were effected on 
various interests which would be payable 
only in the event of total loss, or con- 
structive total loss. These additional in- 
surances raise the total amount now pay- 
able by underwriters to about £840,000. 

When the claim has been paid the vessel 
will become the property of the under- 
writers, and they will have to determine 
the best means of disposing of her. It 
remains to be seen to exactly what extent 
all the valuable machinery in the hull has 
been injured. |
